gressional action against the "com- 
bine." 


Bread should be selling at 5 cents 


lor a pound loaf, instead of for 9 
cents, Manly said, basing his state- 
ment on the present price of wheat 


Manly's report was based on an 


investigation made at the request of 
progressive congressmen who 
de- 


sired to know why bread prices re- 
mained virtually at the war level 
while wheat went back below pre- 
war prices. Bread made from Ameri- 
can flour is today being sold in Eng- 
land at 4 cents a pound, Manly re- 
ported. He charged that millers,- bak- 
ers and retailers are making enor- 
mous profits on flour-and bread. 


Manly cited the General Baking 


company, which he declared in 1922 
made 117 per cent on each share of 
stock, before the declaration of two 
stock dividends o£ 100 and 300 pe_r 
cent in the same year. 
Profits fo'r 


1923 were even greater, he asserted. 


As result of these alleged profits 


and stock dividends, one dollar in- 
vested in General Baking company 
.common stock in 1916 is now Worth 
$309, l^anly said.

This procedure Is followed also hv companies selling; to prroups like 


Jocton-. lawyers, suburban home owners rallrond men and shoe manufac- 
turers. 
• 
The point is that the sales lettei cannot fulfil its mission unless It Is 


directed to on individual human boinir. Thousands of sales letters never 
reach the prospect because they were not written with an Individual prospect 
in view. 


Thus the acquisition of information concerning: the prospect constitutes 


'the second essential step in the writing of the sales letter. Remember, you 
have already spent days and weeks in familiarizing yourself with the product . 
You have noi written a sentence or the letter. Do not begin to write yet. It 
is necessary to spend more time, ftencrously, in learning: to know your pix>«- 
pect. 
You must know something about his personality and must secure 


adequate information about iiis needs. Or if you arc writing to a grroup — 
as to farmers In town, apple siiowers in Oregon or shoe manufacturers in 
New Enslaml—Mudy those characteristics that Individualize the group. 


A university in New York State was about to open a night school (o 


help factory workers. A likely facult\ member T\as delegated to write letter? 
urging workers to make use of this opportunity. 


He made several attempts, but could not get beyond formal statements 


and glittering ccneiaiities. Then a lig-ht dawned upon him. He realized that 
he had never really met a mechanic. 


He liasli-ied to the nearest factory, where he spent several 'days In 


eom<-"-<;a']<>n that gra\e him a line on the average intelligence and needs of a 
shop w 01 ker. 


Then, but not until then, he wrote letters that sold the new evening 


school to factory workers. 


A broad and sympathetic understanding of human nature is indispen- 


sable equipment for the qualified sales correspondent. The more he knows 
of the practical aspects of psychology the better able he Is to cope with the 
problem of understanding the prospect. 
Space limitations preclude discus- 


sion, but I can refer my reader to the following useful books: (1) "Adver- 
tising and Its Mental Laws," by H. F. Adams: (?) "Advertising and Sell- 
Ing." by H. L. Helling worth; (3) "The Mind of the Buyer," by H. D. Kitson. 


The knowledge of human nature sained from the study of psychology 


should be focused on the Individual prospect. A little act of the imagination 
ib necessary here. Stir up a lifelike image of jour man. Visualize him In 
his surroundings. Be a"see-er. 


There are numerous practical ways of securing vital information about 


the prospect. I shall mention only three, in the order of their availability. 


(1) Study the correspondence files. 
If you are ''keen on clues, as you 


must be ir you aim at success in sales-letter writing, and it you can read 
bet-ween the lines of letteis, you will find abundant material in departmental 
correspondence with the prospect. 


(2) Many firms use information cards filled out by traveling salesmen. 


These cards are so printed as to record information concerning the person- 
ality and business needs of individual business men. 
Information gained 


from these cards should be supplemented by talks with salesmen^ 


(3) In establishments where the sales letter is really a vital part of the 


system, sales correspondents make a practice of going on the road tor a 
month each year. Thus they secure first-hand knowledge of the men to 
whom they must -write during the remaining eleven months. 


Thi following summary of/ a familiar story ("Business Correspondence." 


by A. W. Shaw Company, Vol. 1.) will help the budding young writer to 
the correct point of view. A printer discovered and perfected a dryer that 
eliminated the wasteful process of "smut-sheeting." He wrote fifteen letters 
to acquaintances, eleven of whom bought. 
From the next one hundred 


letters he received sixty-four orders. 
He found backing^ for one hundred 


thousand letters and received fifty-eight thousand orders. * 


On the false assumption that this printer was a "veritable vizard in 


writing letters." a banker induced him 'to sell land for a company in which 
the banker, was interested. 


Th.s man sold his business, accepted the position — and made a signal 


failure. He appealed to the printer? because he knew their problems — the 
things that lost them money, the troubles that caused them sleepless nights — 
and in a letter that bristled with shop talk he went straight to the point, told 
them how he could help them out of at least one difficulty — and sold his 
product. 
He lost his job because he could not sell land. So he moved to Kansas, 


where he patiently interviewed pioneers until he understood their "land" 
needs. Then, but not until then, he "wrote letters that sold land.

Solingea and Brtihl—British. 


Aik Communisi Congress 


Prohibited. 


COLOGNE, Feb. 14.~0ne man was 


Wiled and eight-wounded when com- 
munists attacked 
safety 
police at 


Stettin during the night. 


Communists from 
Solmgen and 


Bruhl, in the British zone, taking ad 
vantage of the 
anti-separatist dis 


turbances thruout the Ehineland, at 
tacked a detachment of safety police 
from Cologne. 
An official French report says the 


communists numbered 5,000. 


The police were surrounded in a 


bank where they had taken refuge 
and several were wounded, while a 
number of the attackers fell. 


The British high commissioner is 


understood to have requested the in- 
ter-allied commander here to pro- 
hibit a congress of communists 
planned for this month. 


An unconfirmed report says the 


Rhineland commission has decided 
to place Plrmasens, where many 
were killed in an anti-separatist up- 
rising Wednesday under martial law. 


Besides attacking the police at 


Stettin, communists in other places 
along the Rhine attempted to take 
advantage of the disturbances at Pir- 
masens. 
At Hamburg 800 communists tried 


to demonstrate, but were quickly dis- 
persed. 
Meanwhile, separatists were slip- 


ping quietly away from Palatinate 
towns, fearing to meet the fate suf- 
fered by Schwab, separatist commis- 
sar, and his followers at Pirmasens, 
where many were ha«ked and burned 
to death by furious towns tolk. 


Former German officers, national- 


ist partisans, are reported to have ar- 
rived in the Rhineland from Heidel- 
berg, for the purpose of leading a 
campaign against the separatists. 
The German police are said to be not 
interfering. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—Six 
separa- 


tists, including the leader, Jager, 
were killed today at Badduerkheim, 
according to an Exchange Telegraph 
Berlin dispatch. 


A United Press Berlin dispatch re- 


ports that a mob, which mishandled 
a small group of separatists at Bad- 
duerkheim, 'near the" city hall, was 
dispersed by French troops.

Shift Your Dinner Table to the Best Position. 


HERE do you eat? 
•-•f" table. Table tops are another rea- 


This is not one of the many 
foolish questions, or-a new 


game. It is just a desire "to know 
whether you are still old-fashioned 
enough to- insist on eating in. the 
middle of a room. Many of our so- 
called "best people" and faithful fol- 
lowers'of tradition have been forced, 
to change their tactics and eat all 
but banquet meals away from under 
the chandelier which has hung over 
them for generations. 


The table has been shifted to a 


more artistic center where candle or 
electric light meets its every de- 
mand. 
The table of to-day has 
ceased to be in evidence when not 
needed, leaving the center of the 
room for other uses. The drop-leaf 
table of period or modern style is 
now serving small families. Wh,en 
not in -use, it'is reduced vin size by 
dropping the leaves -and moved back 
out of the wav. 
Instead of the day-cloth, the table 
is simply decorated with a pretty 
centerpiece or rnnner of some sort 
on which a fruit or flower dish, 
candlesticks or an Indian basket 
may be placed. The flowers, them- 
selves, may be of shell, beads, paper, 
wood, -wax, velvet or fish scales,~and 
the fruit of papier-mache or rubber.

izing that concentration on any 
labor, physical or mental, is impos- 
sible. 


The name "neuritis" means in- 


flammation of a nerve. Nerves con- 
sist of bundles of fibres, surrounded 
by a delicate covering, called the 
sheath. In neuritis there may be 
inflammation of the covering, or the 
tlteease may show itself by a^disturb- 
ance within the sheath and between 
the nerve fibres. In severe and pro- 
tracted cases, the fibres themselves 
become inflamed. 
In the beginning, the disturbance 


may be confined to u. limited por 
tion. of a nerve. After a while, it 
may extend along the nerve, or ^at- 
tack other nerves. AVhen it involve? 
a lot of nerves, it becomes more 
formidable and is known as "multi- 
ple neuritis" or "polyneuritis." 
If the pain is long continued anil 


very severe, the rest is disturbed. 
Then, for lack of sleep, there may 
be marked effect upon the vitality, 
loss of appetite and gradual under- 
mining of the health. 
Usually, and particularly in mild 
cases, there.is little constitutional 
derangement. But it is easy to dis- 
cover what is wrong, because the 
affected nerve is very sensitive to 
pressure. Sometimes the overlying 
skin is reddened and the parts may 
be considerably swollen, causing the 
surface to be hard and glazed in 
appearance. 
Tou know there are two kinds of 
nerves—motor nerves and nerves of 
sensation. The former control the 
movements of the body. They ore 
the wires, so to speak, which carry 
the messages from the brain to the 
muscles. 
"When the brain wants | 


your hand to close, the message is 
sent down to the muscles and they 
immediately act to double up jour 
fist.If there is a. neuritis, involving 
important .nerves whi.cn communi- 
cate with your hand muscle*'there?

Garden and turning it Into a sort of 
a boxing mecca, I have promoted, 
in round numbers, 130 fights. To see 
those fights the boxing fans have 
paid into the box Office 19,709,887.19. 
This, I am told, is far in excess of 
anything any one man has ever at- 
tempted in sport That, however, was 
not at much profit to MS- as you 
might think. 1 simply have handled 
an enormous amount of money. 


For those 130 fights 1 paid In Fed- 
eral and state taxes $1,311,659.22. In 
addition to th» federal tax on amuse- 
ments you know, the state of New 
York levies a tax on boxing as it 
does on theatres and movie shows. It 
does not tax baseball and football. 


The tax on boxing was a part of 


the Walker la* when It was adopted 
to legalize boxing. Among other 
things a boxing commission has to 
be 
supported. 
The 
commission 


though, serves without salary. 


Out of these fights I have paid the 


boxers a little mdre than $4,600,000. 


Apparently that would _ leave a 


profit of two or three million dollars 
but that Is not true. The casual 
spectator does not stop to consider 
the enormous expenses incurred in 
operating a place like the Garden, 
in the first place we have to sacrifice 
interest on the money invested be- 
fore we start.. By merely leaving it 
4n a bank we could get four per cent 
without risk. 
To make it as simple-as possible 


let me explain that, in round num- 
bers, it costs $1.500 a day to operate 
the Garden. That expense goes right 
on whether we have any fights or 
not We use it for boxing about six 
or seven months only. So, you can 
see that 1 must make a profit of at 
least $10.000 a week out of the at- 
tractions to prevent a loss. And we 
must keep up a supply of attractions 
That is not so easy.

They are willing 
to look at others but unless the big- 
gest men in a sport show themselves 
Often 
the interest is bound to 


dwindle. After all it is the oppor- 
tunity of seeing a world's champion* 
ship change hands that draws people 
Into the Garden or any other place. 
Last December a young man, a 


writing friend of mine, dropped in to 
see me with the request that I give, 
him the recipe for making a million j 
dollars. He assumed that I had 
made a .million. In a half joking 
way, and'half serious, too, I told him: 
"Making a million Is easy if you 


sit down and think things out.right. 
Polks want amusement, and they've • 
got the money to pay for it. They 
lore fighting. Give them the right 
kind of fights and they will pay high 
for them." 


Of course, the.catch is that few 


people can think things out 
right. 


and some times it is impossible to 
furnish the right kind of fights. At 
my friend's request I then wrote 
down the following recipe, which I 
really think would work in any kind 
of business:

many letters and telegrams in pos- 
session of the government, Indicate 
that Mortimer was passing to his 
employers advance information from 
the inner councils of the veterans' 
bureau.

Poor Place for Hospital. 


The selection of Northhampton for 


a n<*uro-psychiatric hospital is one of 
the matters which the senate com- 
mittee, in its'investigation of Octo- 
ber and November 1923, did not in- 
vestigate. They had but six weeks 
to look into the operations of a gov- 
ernment 
department which 
cost 


some $450,000,000 a year and a de- 
bauch of mismanagement; necessar- 
ily, they touched only the high sppts. 
To the private citizen, the choice of 
Northhampton seems stupid, which 
is saying nothing against an attrac- 
tive old New England town. "Neuro- 
psychiatric" is nearly equivalent to 
the slang term "nut." This hospital 
was designed for the mental and 
nervous wrecks of war. Now 
the 


essence of treatment for such cases 
is attendance of skilled specialists. 
The best nfan of this class will not 
work for the slender salaries granted 
by our government. However, they 
will, for little or nothing, treat 
ex-soldiers "on the side." Common 
sense would have dictated that the 
"N. P." hospital for the New England 
region should 
have been tfeilt in 


some quiet spot within twenty-five 
miles of Boston. That city is rich 
in specialists. A visiting physician 
could have motored out and back in 
two hours, wheras, Northampton is 
far from Boston, and on a branch 
line. The physician who visits it 
does nothing else that day. At any 
rate, the site was chosen—at whose 
instance does not exactly appear— 
and was approved, after a confer- 
ence with Forbes by the president. 
This, however, has nothing directly 
to do with the singular story of the 
Northampton foundation contract. 


Mortimer Becomes Anxious. 


When, early in 1922, 
President 


Harding informed Director Forbes 
that the new hospitals must not be 
erected on the cost-plus plan, but 
under definite contracts with sealed 
bids. Mortimer expressed anxiety. 
Forbes told him not to worry. "You 
will be taken care of just the same. 
The essence of the- contract is 
•"speed." Before he departed for his 
tour to the coast Forbes had adver- 
tised for bids on the Northampton 
foundations. They were to be opened 
on July 3. At that period Director 
Forbes was on the Pacific coast, in- 
specting hospital sites and enjoying 
life. He had just, in fact, finished 
off a "party" by jumping into a lake 
fully dressed, with a lady of the 
merry company. He had left behind 
in charge of the bureau. Dr. Rogers 
But Charles F. Cramer, chief counsel 
seems to have been director of the 
secret diplomacies. Bids for the 
Northampton job were filed on July 
5. That of the Pontiac Construction 
company »as not among them How 
ever, ther^ is some reason to believe 
that it was la the building at the 
time.

Was there 
prer any tyrant whose rule was more oppres- 
atre than that of the man who invented .the 
furlicuea and dashes that appear above and 
about the vowel's when lined up at the bottom 
Of the dictionary page?

While we are about it why should we no. 


took Into the question of discrimination as ap- 
plied to the rowels. Somebody has decided, that 
they axe a, e, i, o, u and sometimes w and y.

Why should not 
w and y be vowels just like the other members 
of the family? Why should tne first five named 
be permitted to vowel around every day in the 
week and w and y only allowed to do it, say 
Tuesdays and Fridays? 


In the scheme of things it seems to have 


been assured to mortals that their job was to 
be weak and sinful. Some men seem to have 
accepted the situation without any intention 
or desire to prove themselves worthy of the 
tttle.

W« don't seem to get anywhere In our na- 
tional fastime of calling names, even tho the 
exercise itself is very enjoyable. Unfairness 
creeps in In the distribution of government fa- 
Tors, and a demand arises for relief from this 
condition. Ambitious men see in this agitation 
a chance to ride into office by promising to set 
for the aggrieved more than they ask for. Im- 
mediately they are branded as demagogues and 
•elf-seeking politicians, and then they turn 
around and say that these names are scare- 
orows that Privilege and Big Business have set 
•p to keep intact what they have.

filiation as New York we are puzzled to under- 
stand all of the news stories that "break" in 
that city. We refer particularly to those detail- 
lag the murders of beautiful young women 
who have had small parts in motion pictures or 
im stage dramas but 
who have been unem- 


ployed for several years, yet whose apartments 
are filled with fine furniture and whose ward- 
robes and jewelry are beyond compare. Along 
•bout next Monday we will begin to suspect 
that so far as the young women of New York 
are concerned the rule seems to be that vice is 
tt* own reward or rather, -virtue is its only re- 
ward.
